DRAFT PROPOSALS 

In exercise of lhe powers conferred bv sub-section (1) 
and Clause (2) (XIV) of sub section (2). of section 3 of 
the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) read 
with sub-rules 5(1) (X) and 5 (2) of rule 5 of the Environ¬ 
ment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central Government 
proposes to prohibit and or regulate the carrying on of 
the following processes and operations, except with its prior 
permission, in the entire area of the S'.atejIUnion 'JWrf- 
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tories specified in Anncxure I appended to this Notifica¬ 
tion :— 

1 . Setting up of any new wood based unit including saw 
and veneer mills. 

2. Ftpension and molernisation (which involves increase 
ol raw material consumption) of existing wood based units 
including plywood saw and veneer "mills. 

3. Renewal of leases of the existing wood-based units 
including saw aflfl veneer mills. 

4. Construction 'of any dwelling units ur farmhouses, 
laying of new transmission lines or development of anv 
other new infrastructure, including roads, for setting up of 
new as well as existing wood based industries, including 
plywood, saw and veneer mills. 

2. Any persn who desires to undertake any of tho above 
men ioned processes or operations in the said StateslUnion 
Territories specified in Anncxure I, shall submit an applica¬ 
tion to the Secretary, Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Government of India, through the Secretary, Department of 
Forests of the concerned StatelUnion Territories Govern¬ 
ments in the attached application form (Annexurc II) specify¬ 
ing inter-alia, details or the location and the proposed pro¬ 
cess or operations. The applicants shall also furnish a 
detailed F.nviroomental Management Plan along with the 
application and such other necessary information as may 
be required bv the Central Government for considering the 
application. The Environmental Management Plan will con¬ 
tain. among 0 'hcr details, information relating to raw 
material supply, disposal of the finished product, by-products 
and any wastes generated. 

3. The Central Government in the Ministry of Environ¬ 
ment and Forests shall, having regard to the guideline* 
issued by it from time to time for giving effect to the pro¬ 
visions of the said Act, and after considering the advice/ 
recommendations of the StatelUnion Territories concerned 
want permission within a period of three months from 
the date of receipt of the application, or where further 
information has been asked for from tho applicant, within 
a period of three months from the date of the receipt of 
such information or refuse permission within the said time 
on he basis of the impact of the proposed process or 
cpcrat.on on the environment in the said area. 

4. Any person interested in filing an objection against 
the proposed Imposition of prohibition and restrictions, may 
do so in writing, and may forward the same for considera¬ 
tion of the Central Government to the Secretary, Ministry 
of Environment and Forests, Paryavaran Bhavan, CGO 
Complex, J odi Road, New Delhi, within 60 days from the 
date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette.
